Steel C orporation, told the stockholders at their 
annual meeting today lie was in favor of publicity 
regulations and reasonable control

through government agencies as a possible "col­ 
lusion of, or antidote to, the labor union problem/’ 
Declaring he did not believe in socialistn or 
in governmental management 
or 
operation, he 
suggested that non-partisan, non-sectarian com­ 
missions of the departments render the decision 
subject to review by the highest court. 
Mr. Gary devoted a considerable portion of 
his address to labor unions and said: 
“The nat­ 
ural and certain effects of labor unionism are ex­ 
pressed by three words— inefficiency, high costs." 
“ I would not intentionally do an injustice to any 
union labor leader or to a labor union/' he con­ 
tinued. 
"But I firmly believe complete unionizn* 
tion of the industry of this country would be the 
beginning of industrial decay. 
"It seems to m e/’ he said, "that the natural, if not 
the necessary, result of the contemplated prog­ 
ress of labor unions, if successful, would be the 
control of shops, then of the general management 
of the business, then of capital, and finally the 
government." 
Admitting that unions "may have bern justi­ 
fied in the long past," because workmen were not 
treated justly, he declared there is now "no neces­ 
sity" for labor unions, "in the opinion of the large 
majority of both employers and employes."
